Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 6-7 and 19-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the prior art fails to teach providing frequency-determining 

apparatus located in the proximity of TV converter or FM radio and periodically 

determining the current frequency of a broadcast channel, as cited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 20, the prior art fails to teach an optical reader suitable to read 

the frequency displayed on the TV converter or FM radio and to convert it to a digital 

value, as cited in the claim.
